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Applicants' undersigned representative acknowledges with appreciation the 



telephonic conference conducted with the primary examiner on June 29, 2005. In the 
June 29, 2005 telephonic conference, the primary examiner indicated that the Advisory 
Action dated June 24, 2005, incorrectly indicated that claim 1 raised a "new matter" 
issue. 



First, the primary examiner acknowledged that claims 32-55, 57-68, and 97 



were pending and not claim 1. Second, the primary examiner acknowledged that none 
of the claims recited that the "top electrode consists of a single electrode," as the 
Advisory Action indicated. Finally, the primary examiner acknowledged, that claim 32 
was amended to recite, inter alia, "forming a top electrode that consists of a single top 
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conducting layer/' and that claim 97 was amended to recite, inter alia, "[a] top electrode 
comprising a bottom and a top conducting layer; and annealing said top conducting 
layer of said top electrode with an oxidizing gas anneal." As a result, the primary 
examiner stated that the after-final amendment, filed on June 13, 2005, raised new 
issues that would require further search and consideration. The after-final amendment, 
however, did not raise any "new matter" issues. 



Consequently, Applicants are concurrently submitting an RCE and Petition 



for Extension of Time (one-month) to have the after-final amendment, filed on June 13, 
2005, considered and entered. The Examiner is respectfully asked to review and pass 
this application to issue.
